As it works out with us a citizen sent 
to the legislature is inclined to pass any law and 
& citizen put in the jury box is inclined to enforce 
none. 
Examining our problems does not make us satis- 
fied with what we find. If we have a greater 
aificulty we'll need greater intelligence and activ- 
ity.’

THE END OF THE SCOPES 
TRIAL.. 


The Supreme court of Tennessee has upheld the 
constitutionality of the law under which young 
Mr. Scopes was convicted at Dayton. The law 
forbids the teaching of evolutionary theory in 
atate supported schools. When Scopes was on 
trial most liberal observers predicted rightly that 
be was going to be convicted, but a good many 
of them felt certain that the higher courts would 
reverse the conviction. It was felt that the mem- 
bers of the court, being men of some education, 


- ‘would never approve the finding of the lower court. 


We are glad the Supreme court decided as it did 
and only wish the Court had stated its position 
more fully. That is not to say that we approve 
thé antievolution “law. On the contrary, we 
believe the law is an unwise if not a dangerous 
ene. It is an invitation to religious bodies to use 
the public schools for the propagation of dogma 
and it is an invitation to all sorts 6f obscurantists 
to hide important facts and evidence from the 


the life and times of William Hale Thompson. 
His willingness to do so is one of the encouraging 
signs of the day. It will be an aid in present day 
politics and of benefit to the historian of the 
future, Mr. Thompson may never be as great an 
American demagogue as he tries to be and may 
believe he is, but he is a game guy and the future 
is open. And while Mr. Lundin should be given 
all possible encouragement in his biographical 
work, Mr. Thompson should understand that if he 
thinks he has anything interesting on Mr. Lundin 
he has leave to print. We can think of nothing 
more immediately advantageous than that Mr. 
Lundin and Mr. Thompson should both have a flow 
of words proving from hitherto unrevealed sources 
everything that has been said about each of 
the two and all their associates. —

DRUG LAWS. — | 

HE new British for the control

British Medical Journal is quoted

The most important part of the curé 
of drug addiction is what may be termed 
the after cure. Getting the. patient off 
the habit and getting the drug out of 
his system is comparatively easy. The 
great difficulty is in keeping him fromm 
going back to his old habit. A lasting 
cure cannot be claimed until the subject 
has remained free from his craving for 
from one and a half to three years after 
the final withdrawal of the drug. 

Of those who have testimony before 
the British commissicn, only a few 
claimed that more than i5 to 20 percent 
of drug addicts could be cured according 
to that standa Drug addiction is more 
nearly incurablé than .consumption, or 
cancer, or plague, and, of course, typhoid 
fever and pneumonia gre mild .in com- 
parison. 

The British.act gives much more dis- 
cretion to physicians than dées the Har- 
rison act, at least as that act is admin- 
istered. Physicians are licensed to use 
these dangerous, habit forming drugs. 
‘They are required to keep close records 
of every use.’ The Britisit law makes

‘tuse of revocation of a physician's li- 


cense as a principal method for making 
those licensed obey the law. 

The use of habit forming drugs by 
hypodermic is advised against, and uf- 
der no circumstances should a patient 
be taught to use a hypodermic on him- 
‘self, or allowed to use one. We are 
glad of this action, for more reasons 
than one. For one thing, several of the 
opium producing. countries are under 
British control or British influence. This
